Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Acting as 
agents in the spread of tuberculosis, 
motor cars and high-powered automo- 
biles are spreading disease and death in 
the Philippines, according to a report in 
the quarterly review of the Bureau of 
Public Works of the islands. This is 
due to the great clouds of dust raised by 
the rapidly moving vehicles, The dust 
finds its way info the houses, which are 
built close on the edge of *he*narrew’ 
streets, and the high mortality among 
the Filipinos from tuberculosis is at- 
tributed in large measure to ‘it. 

The spread and increase of the “white 
plague”’ is not confined to human be- 
ings, according to the report, but the 
eattle and other livestock are sufferers. 

The Philippine Government is now ex- 
perimenting with native oil on the roads, 
in the hope of remedying conditions.

COL. HARVEY’S FORECAST. 


In his interesting forecast of possibilities in the 
presidential election, Col. George Harvey, editor 
of the North American Review and Harper's 
Weekly, omits one factor which will probably de- 
termine the result in several important states 
which have hitherto been regarded as solidly Re- 
publican. This factor is the Republican vote 
which will be cast for Wilson. 

If Gov. Wilson carries the states which gave 
Democratic majorities in the congressional elec- 
tions two years ago he will be elected. 

Col. Harvey eliminates the possibility of either, 
Taft or Roosevelt obtaining a majority of the 
electoria] college. But assuming the possibility of 
Gov. Wilson losing New York, Ohio and several 
Southern States, he sees a possibility of the elec- 
tion being thrown into Congress. 

Searching for possible Democratic gains, he puts 
aside the possibility of Gov. Wilson’s carrying 
Michigan, Illinois and Iowa in the West, or Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and Rhode Island in the 
East, because he says that if Roosevelt takes two- 
fifths of the Republican vote from Taft and one- 
fifth of the Democratic vote from Wilson in these 
states there will still be a safe Republican major- 
ity for Taft. 

But unless all signs are misleading, the com- 
bined votes of Taft and Roosevelt in Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, Iowa and Michigan, if not in Mas- 
sachusetts and: Rhode Island, will fall below the 
normal Republican votes in these states. There 
is no evidence of a ccnsiderable Democratic defec- 
tion to Roosevelt, but there is overwhelming evi- 
dence of a large defection of Republicans from 
both Taft and Roosevelt to Wilson. There is far 
more probability that Wilson will make a net 
gain of one-fifth from the Republicans than that 
Roosevelt will deprive Wilson of one-fifth of his 
vote or that Taft will poll three-fifths of the Re- 
publican vote in any important state west of New 
England, with the exception of New York. In 
Vermont the combined Taft and Roosevelt vote 
suffered a heavy loss from the Republican vote in 
the last presidential election, while the Democratic 
vote increased over 3000. The same percentage of 
Republican losses and Democratic gains through- 
out the country would give Wilson an overwhelm- 
ing majority in the electoral college. The per- 
centages are likely to increase rather than dimin- 
ish in nearly all the states west of New England. 

There is no expectation of victory among the 
Republican ieaders of Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. The contest in [linois is 
between Wilson and Rooseveit. 

The expectation that either Taft or Roosevelt 
will carry any Southern or Dorder state is wilder 
rainbow chasing than the expectation that Wilson 
will carry Maine, Massachusetts or New Hamp- 
shire. : 

Gov. Wilson’s candidacy has brought together 
both wings of the hitherto divided Democratic 
party, but the fight within the Republican party 
has divided the voters into three sections—Taft 
Republicans, Roosevelt Republicans and Wilson 
independents. : 
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In 20 years the Republican plurality In Maine 
for President has not fallen below 24,000. The 
year of Oleveland’s second election in 1892 it fell 
to 14,979. But this year a plurality of 3000 or 
4000 on Governor is said to have “greatly pleased” 
Mr. Taft.

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AN EDUCATIONAL ADVANCE.

Pay Teachers Monthly.

The Post-Dispatch has accomplished much in 
the way of reform, but if it ¢an bring about the 
payment of teachers’ salaries monthly, it will 
outshine all others in glory forever in the eyes of 
St. Louis pedagogues. No longer shall we have 
to ‘swear and affirm to unbelieving creditors that 
we really do not receive any money on the first 
of the month.

So, likewise, does the principal of the Harris 
Teachers’ College. Hence, it would not be en- 
tirely a shattering of precedent to pay the teach- 





fers in a like manner.

A Teacher Suggests Ten Payments.

I fail to see how any teacher can consider her- 
self benefited by having 12 pay days a year. It 
practically means that part of her salary, which 
she has already earned in nine months, would be 
held back and doled out to her for three months 
in vacation. I should think that any sane teacher 
would rather get her money at the time she had 
earned it and be drawing interest on it for thosé 
three months herself instead of the School Board 
getting that interest, which in the aggregate 
would amount to thousands of dollars, there being 
about two thousand teachers. 

There are 40 weeks in the school year. Let us 
be paid 10 times in the 40 weeks instead of eight 
times, as at present.

MISS THANKS.—An expert. de- 
clares that if the stems of cut flow- 
ers are placed in boiling water and 
allowed to remain until the water is 
cool, they will remain fresh a long 
time. (To pinch the stems with the 
fingers will revive flowers that 
droop.) 

D. R. R.—To renovate feather beds: 
See that bathtub is dry and cléan. 
Rip opening in ticking and put the 
feathers in the dry tub: Cover with 
screen or piece of mosquito net and 
let feathers air a day or two. Hang 
ticking out in the open air, Feather 
beds should have a cover of some 
kind, A cheap and durable one can 
be made of strong unbleached muslin 
to fit the bed, and button one end, 
which must not be sewed. This is 
easily washed, and you will find it 
will save your ticking. 

JAX.—Formaldehyde test: The milk 
is diluted with an equal volume of 
water. Sulphuric acid containing a 
trace of ferric chloride is added so 
that it forms a layer beneath the 
milk. Under these conditions mk, 
in the absence of formaldehyde, 

ives a slight greenish tinge at the 
uncture of the two liquids, while a 
violet ring is formed when formalde- 
hyde is present even in so small a 
quantity as one part in 200,000 of 
milk, Sometimes the violet ring ap- 
pears as soon as 30 seconds after 
mixing. Again it requires as much as 
a minute or two at other times, It is 
well, therefore, to let the test tubes 
stand a few minutes. Here again un- 
lesg the tube is taken to a good seo 
window, one is liable to mistake the 
brown ring which sometimes forms 
as a result of the caramelization of 
the sugar in the milk, for the violet 
ring of formaldehyde. 

GREEN.—A housekeeper says: To 
can corn I get pint glass jars ready 
by cleaning and examine them care- 
fully before cutting the corn. Put 
cold water into can; place black rub- 
berg and lids on tightly; hold upside 
down. If they don’t leak they are 
ready for use. After water has been 
drained out fill the can with freshly 
cut corn; pack tightly by pressing 
with a green cob cut flat at one end 
or a piece of flat wood, or a wooden 
potato masher will do. Corn must be 
packed and pressed in so tightly that 
the juice stands on the top. Fill the 
can almost to the top; screw lid on 
tightly so no water gets in and yet 
‘go the air may force itself out. Hav- 
ing screwed on lid very tightly, I 
turn backward about one-half inch; 
that is, enough to let the air out 
while cooking. I use black rubbers. 
They stand the heat better than the 
white. When all are filled pack your 
cang into a kettle with rags or corn 
husks; put on the stove with cold 
water and slowly bring to boil, but 
not so the jars will crack. After the 
boil begins allow them to boil at least 
three hours, not a minute less. Some 
people think by boiling briskly they 
could do it sooner, but corn will not 
keep then. Boil it steadily for three 
hours; take out the cans, screw tight- 
ly and seal, Let no air into the cans 
and don’t put any water or salt or 
anything in and you will have sweet 
canned corn for next winter’s use.

Now, who ever heard of a business partner- 
ship in which the firm divided the profits evenly, but in which one member 
only was held legally responsible for loss? 


The moment we place the home on a 
business basis we eliminate sentimenta. 
values... Therefore, why should the wife 
divide the profits unless she is in a 
position to halve the losses? 

But let the home profit-sharing scheme 
speak for itself. Here is what its origi- 
nator has to say: 


To Run the Home on the Co-Opera- 
tion Plan. 


Dear Madame—Certain critics have 
urged that wives be put on a salary 
basis in the kitchen and about the’ 
house. Without attempting to go into 
the pros and cons of this scheme, let 
me make a counter suggestion which 
might fill in admirably until the econo- 
mists are ready to publishtheir uni- 
versal housewives’ salary scale. Suppose 
that Smith earns $125 per month. His 
wifs does all the housekeeping except 
the washing and scrubbing. Let him 
keep his household account book on the 
library table, entering’ from time _ to 
time money received and paid out, un- 
der the proper headings. At the end of 
the month, after having paid all run- 
ning expenses, personal bills for both 
wife and husband, extra help and in- 
cidentals of all kinds, including home 
and life insurance, his tobacco and her 
chewing gum, there will be, perhaps, 
a balance of $30 left over unexpended. | 
This represents the net profit of their 
month’s business, and, according to the 
theory of sharing joys and woes alike, 
she is properly entitled, to one-half of 
this money. Let Smith give it to his 
wife or deposit. it in the bank in her 
name.

“Confronted today with two more 
items of important news, the stock 
market fell back into its usual apathy. 
“The Steel Corporation's report of or- 
ders on the books at the close of Au- 
gust had not generally been expected 
to show much increase. What it report- 
6d was an increase of 3% per cent over 
July, of 6 per cent. over June, of 22 
per cent over last December and of 67 
per cent over August, 

“Incidentally, Steel common hardly 
moved. The other item of néws was 
comprised in the figures of the Maine 
election. But since the stock market 
refused to tell what it thought about 
that result (after pursuing a similarly 
irritating policy about Vermont) Wall 
street was left to draw its own conclu- 
sions. 

It drew them in the picturesque va- 
riety familiar to students of election 
puzzles. The Republicans carried Maine, 
though the Democrats had carried it in 
1910. But the plurality is the lowest 
on record for September in a presidential 
year, except for the ‘greenback fu- 
sien.’ Yesterday’s total Democratic vote 
appears to have been 5000 under 1910. 
But it seems to exceed 1908, and is 20 to 
50. per cent above either 1904 or 1900. 

“The call money market continued 
steady around its recent higher level.

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Offerings generally were scant in the 
local grain market Tuésday morning, 
and wheat opened apy pa higher and 
showed fair strength during the eafly 
trading, December going to nearly ic 
over the resting figures of the preceding 
day. Cool weather in the orthwest 
and some strength in ce ain European 
markets weré the full factors. 

Traders were disposed to look for the 
advance in the face of the continued 
decline of the past few days, and while 
conditions of supply and demand are 
not calculated to promote a bull market, 
a reaction upward was considered log- 
ical. Shorts, especially those having prof- 
its to take, werg covering to some ex- 
tent. 

There was another heavy run of wheat 
locally, about five times larger than for 
the corresponding day a year ago, and 
the Northwest received heavily, 997 cars, 
against 1065 last year and 664 cars in 
1910. Minneapolis had in 468 cars, against 
only 170 cars last year, and stocks at 
that point increased 542,000 bu for three 
days, with a correspondingly heavy gain 
at Duluth. 

Paris was strong to %c higher on 
wheat and 2c to 5c higher on flour, but 
other European cables were mixed, and 
news from ghroad was generally favor- 
able to the selling side, including advices 
‘rom Argentina. Indications int to 
heavy shipments this week from Ruasia 
and the Danubian provinces. 

Weather in this country was mainly 
auspicious, though some low . tempera- 
tures were shown in the Northwest and 
Canada. No rains in that region were 
indicated, and in the Southwest the 
weather map showed ideal conditions. 
Trading in the local rit Was again light 
_ confined mainly to the profession- 
als 

Corn opened steady in the local mar- 
ket and was iather inactive all day 
The trade was disposed to construe the 
Government repurt bearishly, but is 
effect was less pctent than might have 
been expected, owing to the fact that 
it had been largely discounted. Crop 
news was all bearish, except for some 
hot wind reports from Nebraska and 
Kansas, but it is too late In the season 
for this hot air *o ccuse much alarm. 

Receipts of wheat at St. Louis were 
126,558 bu, of which 248 sacks and 82 
cars were local and 2% cars through, 
against 23,100 bu a year ag, of which 
19 cars were local .nd 2 cars through. 
Corn receipts were 62, bu, of which 
582 sacks and 36 cars wore local and 16 
ears through, against 13,200 bu last year, 
of which 9 cars were local and 2 cars 
through. Total oats recéipts were 51,000 
bu, against 42,500 bu a year ago. 

The market for cash wheat Was weak, 


with prices lower. Receipts were small-
